What Is there la the present situa¬ 
tion (bat should incline railroad em¬ 
ployes to vote-for 8<Klallsm? In the 
first place, they are already public 
servants, government employes In all 
but name, but without any of those 
guarantees of security of employment 
w'hich. government eraplojres ordinari¬ 
ly poasess. They have been very neat¬ 
ly daprtred of their right to make pri¬ 
vate settlement of (heir disputes with 
their employers, as th# moment they 
attempt to force conceaslons by means 
of the recognised Instrumenta-of pri¬ 
vate war. namely, the atrlke and the 
boycott, the govenrment calls a halt 
to prevent inconvenience to the pub¬ 
lic. 

In the second place, they are com¬ 
pelled to submit to arbitration of their 
grtev'anees on a basis which Is very 
much to their disadvantage, and 
which must contlnus to grow mors 
and more to their disadvantage as 
lime pae*^ It is noticeable that 
these wage controversies, always turn 
upon tho.question of railroad proflta 
Whether the wage Increases demand¬ 
ed are just and proper, and only such 
as ths men are eniltt^ to receive. Is 
not so much an Issue as la ths ability 
of tbs railroads to pay the Increased 
I ales and mainlaJn existing payments 
to bond and stock holders. In short, 
(he labor Interest Is always made sec- 
(ndary tr the property Interest. 
Whenever It can be shown that the 
railroads are unable to pay the In¬ 
creases demanded, and id the* same 
time maintain the property In good 
working condition and continue pay¬ 
ments of Interest and dividends at the 
current ratea, the employes Jose iheir 
rase.

Last Chapter in HelHsh Anti-Labor Tragedy—Hatters’ Union Mulcted $240,000! 


A verdict of SSOXXX) has been given in the federal court at Hart¬ 
ford. Conn., against the members of the Danberry Hatters' Union. 
The verdict having been retunied under the Sherman anti-trust law, 
the firm in whose favor it was rendered will be entitled lo a judgment 
triple the amount of the verdict, or 9240,000. 

The verdict in question is the last chapter in the ceiebrated case 
against the Danberry hatters. In 1903 suit was brought against Dan- 
berry Hatters' Union and its members individually by D. E. Lowe A 
Co., which charged that it had suffered loss by the efforts of the union 
to induce union men to refrain from buying its hats, which did not 
bear the union labeL ’• 

An appeal was taken to the supreme court to determine if the 
anti-trust law could be, invoked against labor organizations. The 
court held that the law mpphed to labor unions, though when it was 
enacted congreM had no intent to give it such application, or. at least, 
if such intent wm pres^ the authors of the measure and its sup¬ 
porters concealed it from the public. 

The ease was then returned for trial upon its merits. A verdict 
was rendered against the union and its members and the houses of 192 
hatters were attached to satisfy the Judgment of the court An ap¬ 
peal was taken and a new trial ordered because of the unfair rulings 
of the trial court. 

The verdict now rendered leavea little hope that the hatters will 
save their homes.

E\*«r 9 oareful student of th* •>ro- 
nomlc Mtuatloo to th« United State* 
knows that Ihe country 1*. steadily 
moving toward bankruptcy and finan¬ 
cial Chao*, and will arrive there at no 
distant day unless * the disaster Is 
averted by adopting Socialism, or a 
large meojure of IL The^llapse may 
be delayed for a short time by the 
application of palliatives and by the 
employment of the army end navy, 
but no huuian power can prevent the 
rdtkg to pieces of our industrial sys¬ 
tem to be followed by Socialism, or. If 
not that, then by plutocracy sud a 
military despotism. Our trusts, rmlf- 
roads, banking—In short, all our In¬ 
dustrial methods have about run their 
race. They are nearly ripe os private¬ 
ly owned properties. In truth, many 
of them are dead ripe now, and have 
become a national danger. They must 
be owned by the people collectively, 
or we win soon have here a nation 
eompoeed of a few enormously rich 
men and millions of propertyleas 
slaves. The situation is on alarming 


one. and challenges the most careful 
study of our wisest statesmen. The 
two old parlies are, however, blind 
os bau as to the dangers menacing 
the country and the proper remedy to 
apply. Both are again trying to fool 
the voters on the Bo-caUe«l tarifT Issue, 
and are putting up a ah.*im flght while 
the Roosevelt party, after stealing sev¬ 
eral planks of minor Importance from 
Che Socialist party, opposes the vital, 
the essential propositions of Socialism. 

Klrat, os to trusts: 1 ask, are they 
not ripe for public .rwoerahlp? 

Clyde H* Tavonner, a well-known 
magaxine writer, who has made a 
careful tnxestlgatlon. says:. 

**Thlrty br!luns of the stocks of our 
Industrial or tariff trusts, represent 
only water. 

**<in this stock, dividends of about 
11,500.000,000 are being paid yearly, 
amounting to approximately 118.00 a 
person or nearly $100 on American 
family! . 

’*Thls 11,500,000,000 Is not plcH^ 
up out of the streets, but comes out 
of the consumers. 

"An average family In this country 


Is paying a ta3L>f 1100 a year in sub¬ 
porting the. 4 >vercaplialtxatlon of our 
Industries. 


"Overeapllallaatlon. ihereforo. is 
obvlonsly on* of the most important 
problems confronting the American 
people today. 

'‘The Chicago ft Alton was capital¬ 
ised at 110.000,900. When turned over 
to the purchasing syndicate In 1800 It 
was capltalixe^i at 104,000,000. 

That oat tallway company alone, 
therefore, pochMed Blx»y-four millions 
of dollars .vhichf them nothing. If 
tha( Is not gettingbomeihlng for noth¬ 
ing—If Indeed It Is not plain stealing 
—then what Is it? 

Next, I assert that our financial s>’s- 
tem is os weak as a rope of sand. 

Under It the producers are robbed 
of vast sums of money that it can 
hardly be calculated. 

There Is In the United States a to¬ 
tal amount of money of about $2,700,- 
000.099. The banks are indebted to 
their dopooltors to the amount of 
about 118,900.099,900. or nearly five 
tlmao more than all the money in the 
country. If there should be n sudden 


•‘mn“ of depositors on the bank* for 
their money the banks could not pay 
five cents on the dnllur. 

The hanking sysxem 1* ripe also. 
One of these days a great bank panic 
and general Rmashup will convulse 
the Cfiuntry from ocean to ocean. 

Again, the Am'*Ttcsn pe.iple are 
practically bankrupt. The borrowing 
classes owe the money class e s 

about 170.000.000.000. or over twenty- 
five times more than all the money in 
the countr>. These debts, it Is esti¬ 
mated, bear an average rate of Inter¬ 
est of 5 per cent, or an interest crop' 
of thirty-five hundred millions (II,- 
500,000,000>. The money loaning class 
is reaping from the borrowing class a 
crop of annual interest which nearly 
equals thb value of .*ill the staple farm 
products of the country. 

A half century ago the total wealth 
of the United States' wap eight bil¬ 
lions. and ths producing classes owned 
•7 per cent of It. The total wealth 
now Is estimated at one hundred and 
ten bllliona. but the producing classes 
own but ten per cent of It. 

The money lender*, tne profit taking 
schemers, the stock waterers, the par¬ 
asites, own all of that ooloasal sum 
except 10 per cent of It. Over, forty 
mlUlnns of the American people pay 
no taxes and are praetteally property
